FILING  DATES 

Candidates  can  file  for  their  respective  offices  be- 
tween Monday,  January  25,  1988  and  .5;(X)  p.m.  on 
Thursday,  March  24,  1988.  Forms  received  after  that 
5:00  p.m.  deadline  won't  be  accepted  for  filing,  even  if 
they  bear  a  postmark  dated  before  the  deadline. 

NOTICE  TO  CANDIDATES 

It's  very  important  that  all  legislative  candidates 
check  to  see  that  they  are  registered  at  the  proper  ad- 
dress and  they  know  the  number  of  the  FHouse  and 
Senate  district  they  wish  to  file  for. 

INDEPENDENT  CANDIDATES 

independent  candidates  will  appear  only  on  the 
general  election  ballot.  Such  candidates  must  file  peti- 
tions for  nomination  accompanied  by  appropriate  fil- 
ing fee  and  an  oath  of  candidacy. 

Contact  the  County  Election  Administrator  or  Sec- 
retary of  State  for  specific  laws  in  regard  to  the  petition 
and  filing  deadlines. 

WRITE-IN  NOMINATIONS 

Individuals  nominated  by  having  their  names  writ- 
ten in  on  the  primary  ballot,  and  who  desire  to  accept 
the  nomination,  may  not  have  their  names  printed  on 
the  general  election  ballot  unless  they: 

(1 )  received  at  least  5"/ii  of  the  total  votes  cast  for  the 
successful  candidate  for  the  same  office  in  the  last  gen- 
eral election; 

(2)  file  with  appropriate  official  a  written  declaration 
indicating  their  acceptance  of  the  nomination  no  later 
than  1 0  days  after  the  official  canvass; 

(3)  pay  the  required  filing  fee;  and 

(4)  tile  reports  of  contributions  and  expenditures 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Political  Practices  and 
County  Election  Administrator  as  required.

CANVASS  OF  VOTES  —  PRIMARY 

After  the  election  and  county  canvass,  all  votes  for 
state  and  district  candidates  will  be  canvassed  by  the 
Secretary  of  State,  in  the  presence  of  the  Attorney 
Gfeneral,  State  Auditor  and  the  Superintendent  of  Pub- 
lic Instruction.  The  Secretary  of  State  will  then  issue  a 
certificate  of  nomination  to  the  successful  nominees. 

All  votes  for  county  candidates  will  be  canvassed  by 
the  County  Election  Administrator  and  County  Com- 
missioners. The  results  for  the  respective  offices  are 
certified  to  the  County  Election  Administrator  who 
then  will  issue  a  certificate  of  nomination  to  the  suc- 
cessful nominees. 

The  names  of  the  nominees,  independent  and  mi- 
nor party  candidates  are  then  printed  on  the  ballot  for 
the  general  election. 

CANVASS  OF  VOTES  —  GENERAL 

The  same  procedure  is  followed  as  after  the  pri- 
mary. The  Governor  or  County  Election  Administrator 
will  then  issue  commissions  of  election  to  the  success- 
ful candidates.  Any  individuals  elected  by  write-in 
must  comply  with  (2)  &  (4)  of  "Write-in  Nominations" 
outlined  above.
